FALSE PROPHETS. 


Cole K. Morgan, Washington staff correspond- 


ent of the Universal (Hearst) Service, writes to 
his newspapers that "tariff experts" declare that 
the HawleySmoot bill will increase ..the Ameri- 
can worklngman's cost of living 20 per cent. 
These are doubtless the same experts in mis- 
representation who made the same prediction 
as to the effect of the Fordney McCumber tariff 
bill in 1922. Official figures show that the de- 
crease in Wholesale price of commodities enter- 
Ing into the cost of living other than farm pro- 
ducts was substantial under that law. 


"The cost to build the house of the $4,000 to 


$5^000 class, it is estimated, will Increase to from 
$4,500 to $6,000, due to duties on cement, lum- 
ber, hardware, etc," writes this sapient cor- 
respondent. If the entire duty laid on lumber 
were added to the present price of lumber, which 
It will not he, the increased cost of timber in 
rates make the tariff of 6 cents a hundred pounds 
such a house would be less than $10. Freight 
on cement ineffective away from the seaboard, 
and you can figure for yourself what such a tariff 
even if added to the price of cement, would add 
£0 the cost of construction of a $4000 house. The 
additional cost of a ton of cement if the tariff 
were added would be all of $1.20! The truth is 
that the new tariff will add little or nothing to 
the cost of constructing such a home.

POPULATION PRESSURE. 


Supporting the theory that the white man, and 


•especially the Anglo-Saxon, is imposing on the 
rest of the world, Dr. Warren S. Thompson, di- 
rector of the Scripps Foundation argues that the 


• Japanese people must be given the right to add 
'to their territory. The pressure of population _in 


Japan, he declares, is such "that in a few years 
it .may become'so great that it will be easy to 
suggest to the mass of-the people that it would 
be as well to die fighting," The population of 
Japan is 400 per square mile; that of Great 
Britain and Ireland the same, of Belgium, 700 per 
square mile, of the Netherlands 600 per square 
mile. While much of the land in Japan is not 
arable,.the same is true of the British Isles. 


The significant fact is that Great Britain, the 


Netherlands and Belgium have vast, colonial pos- 
sessions, but the population shows no 'tendency 
to swarm to the colonies to relieve population 
pressure at home equal to or greater than that 
prevailing in Japan. There is a good deal of 
"hokum" about the population pressure idea. 
There are many thinly populated areas of the 
world in which Japanese, as individuals, are wel- 
come as settlers, but the Japanese seek by pref- 
erence the more thickly populated countries, and 
in their territorial expansion have taken on such 
areas as Korea and Formosa, in which the popu- 
lation is denser than at home.
